"HE LOSS OF THE H..M. STEAMER 
‘ .  «ENZALERD” 
Ft 
The Shanghai pspera bring dotails of. the loss 
of the Mosgories Maritimos ateamer Menzaleh. 
The account of the N. 0. Daily Newe ia as fol- 
lows: : : 


The loss of the Messagorics Maritimes mail 
steamor Menzaleh will be remembored as one of 
the atrangost modern stories of thessa. Bhear- 
rived ontaide on Tharaday morning (19th May}, 
having in tow the same Company’s steamer 
Anadyr, which she had mat disabled about 50 
yoilea south of Amoy, It was regarded at the 
time ng 4 singularly fortunate ciroumatance that 
tho Anadyr was picked up hy one of the steamers 
of tha same company, which waa thereby saved 
a large sum for salvage. But as it was, it turned, 
out very unfortunate, for it is enpposed, and wo 
presume rightly so, that the enbsoquent loas of 
the Menszalch was due to tho oxtra atrain upon 
her—slie baing an old ship—of towing (he dis- 
abled vessel safely to port.

The Menzaleh loft Hongkong on tho 14th inst, 
for Kobo, and after overhauling the Anadyr and 
towing her here, immodintely proceeded on her 
voyage to Yokohama with the mails and paasen- 
gers fpr Japan, All went wall till the Saddles 
wera passed, aud for about forty-flre miles fur- 
ther tothe N.E. A light 5, W. brooao was blow- 
ing.at the time and the tido was ranting with 
i ing headway at the rate 

of betweon'lS and 14 knots an hour. The pas- 
sengers consisted ‘of six Huropesus, 
namely, Messrs. G. Adot, G.Camprodon, Gordon, 
‘Brown, and Mr. and Mrs, Aston, Ave Japancsa 
officers returning from Garmany, two or three 
second clase and three Japanesa. or Chi- 
nage. They ware sitting down quietly to 
dinner and wero discussing the events of 
their previous voyage in the Anadyy, when 
anddenly a groat orash was henrd, and the 
vessel Inrohed and tromblod violently. At the 
aamo momont a scathing shrieking kind of noize 
proceeded from the engine room, as if great 
masses of water had beon suddénly dashed in tho 
firos, Tho Captain at once informed the pas- 
sengers that the ship wus sinking. Indosd thoy 
had anticipated this: intelligadce. Orders ware 
promptly given to lower the bosts, the passengers 
at the same time being told to save their port- 
ablo valuables and pypers. Tho male passengers 
aleo lent what assiatanos they oould in getting 
down the boats,.and we are told by the Com- 
pany’s agent here, M. J. Chapsal, that the orders 
werd admirably carried out, and that there was 
little or no confusion. ‘Captain Blano and the 
officers and engineers were meanwhile busy try- 
ing toascortain, the preciso nature of the dam- 
age, bat with the inflow of water and outrush.of 
atenm it was an almost impossible task. It was, 
howovor, at once apparent ‘that the accidont was 
caused by the propeller, dropping off, and the 
machinery giving way, 9 portion going clean 
through the bottom of the ship before steam 
eonld be lot off! The aoa was rushing im with 
tremendona velocity through the rent in‘ the 
bottom, and by the time the boats were lowered, 
about 10 or 15 minutes or so after the orash waa

| put safely into the boats, of which thera waro, six 
in all. Provisions and water were carefully 
atowed in the boats, into which the olber passen- 
gers, the Mail Agont, orew, offloors, and Captain 
followod., ‘Sigaals of distross had boon meantime 
fired, and the ocoupants of the boats rowed a 
little distance away from the i!l-atarred vessel, 
which was every moment sinking lower in the 
water. A pretty high sea was rauning at the 
time. It vas the intention of the captain to keep 
the boats togothor, and remain about the spot 
till the vessel wont dowa, as it was expected ahe 
would da overy moment. ‘But fortunately a pass- 
ing steamer, the Glensiicl, which was going to 
Yokohama, had seon the rockets and came ia their 
direction full steam, This was about 8 o'clock, 
the boats haying boon at that timo in the water a 
couple of boars. A couple of boats were lowered 
from the neweomor and the position of affairs at 
onoe ascertained by Capt. Donaldson, of the 
Glenshiel. The ovcupants of the bouts wore taken 
ou board and'treated with the greatest kindness 
by ovoryone on the rescuing ship. - A. coneulta- 
tion then took place betwaon Captains Donald. 
aon and Blano, -A beat containing an officer 
from the Glenshiel and Captain Blanc went hack 
to tho sinking ship to inspect her with a view of 
seeing whether auything could: ve done to save 
her. Captain Blono was anxious for the (@len- 
shiet to take her in tow, but Capt, Donaldson 
winalg determined not to run the risk of being 
putled down along with her if shy should sink, as 
seomed more imminent every moment.

On Thorsday, the 19th of May.. wa went on 
deck ata quarter past 8 o'clock aud notiond rather 
a bright light on the port bow. Af first wo 
supposed this to ba a jank, but prosontly we no- 
tieed a flash light and Intor on o rocket, whom 
the steamer’s course .was immediately nltered 
and bine lights burned; later. on we mule out 
five or six boats steoriug for us aud very shortly 
ove hailed us and shouted: that thoiv ship was 
sinking, the wuchinery having knocked a hola 
in her bottom. Boats woro immadiately got 
veady and lowered, but we learned from the 
first Fronch hoot that the steamer had boon 
abandoned, as she was sinking fost,.
